Report of the Conference Board of Education- 

Your Conference Board of Education beg leave to submit the 
folio vving report: 

All the schools reported to us seem to be in a prosperous and 
hopeful condition. 

The Kextiirku \V('f<hrtiav, situated at Winchester, had a very 
prosx)erous year last year, and this year opens with the largest and 
best V)egi lining it has ever had in its history. Its prosperity has 
resulted from solid successful work, from the active canvass made 
in its behalf, and from the local interest taken in it by the people 
of Winchester. 

liast year the Bible was introduced properly into the curricu- 
lum, and also the co-educational feature, both of which has con- 
tributed largely to the solidity of its success. The V. M. C. A. 
feature is another factor that have served to mould the morals of 
the school; this, together with the refining and elevating infiiience 
of seventeen female students represented in the college this year, 
aided by a community as free from vices as any in our State, all 
contribute to make Kentucky Weslayan unsurpassed for moral and 
religious training by any educational institution within the bounds^ 
of our church. 
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But the school stands in need of funds in order to enlar^fe its 
woik. To secure these funds and to keep the school more pronii- 
nen tly and continuously before the people we, as your Board, would 
earnestly endorse and recommend to the Kentucky Conference the 
educational methods of the Virginia, North Carolina, and North 
and bouth Georgia Conferences of our connection. 

In these Conferences an annual offering is made by each 
(iongi egation tor the college work of the church, apportioned 
annually for each charge, just as are missions, church extension 
and other benevolent offerings. 

We recommend that the present session of this Conference 
pro\ ide that an educational offering t>e henceforth one of the annual 
Conference collections of every congregation of the Kentucky Con- 
ference, and that the Conference be assessed $2,000 for the benefit 
of Kentucky Weslayan College. The representative of our col- 
legiate work in the Conference at large should be an educational 
pastor; his work as a pastorate provided and sustained just as any 
other pastorate of the (’onference. Such a pastor would in due 
season reach every charge in the Conference, and thus would the 
educational interests be brought before the 5,000 families of our 
Conference. Kentucky Weslayan would then be known as it ought 
to be, pupils solicited, funds socured. and its work published to the 
world. We recommend the Faculty of this institution and the 
appointment of a Visiting Committe to the same. 

Female College had last year the largest enrollment 
in its history. The BiV)le is kept in the course of study. It has a 
Y. W. C. A., embodying the idea of the W. C. T. U., a Young 
Women’s M issionary Society, and a weekly prayer meeting. We 
recommend the appointment of a Visiting Committee, and also the 
appointment of Rev. C. Pope to its Presidency. 

Srleuce Hill is opening under very encouraging circumstances. 
Its enrollment last year was 208. Its teachers are graduates of 
Kastern colleges, and its aim is to prepare for a higher education, 
or for life. We recommend the appointment of a Visitintr Com- 
mittee, and also of Rev. W. T. Poynter, D. D., as Principal. 

Af<hnr;/ ColUaje had last year 150 enrolled. It turnod out its 
first graduate, 80 or 40 conversions, and the outloook this year 
reported as more hopeful than ever before. We recommend the 
appointment of Rev. .1. W. Hughes as President, and Revs. A. Redd, 
.1. Wright and W. T. Bolling as Visiting Committee. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. T. J. Dodd, D. D.. 

as President of his Select High School which is in a prosperous 
condition. 
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We rejoice to know that in all our schools the religious fea- 
ture IS becoming more and more predominant. Let the good work 
go on. 

We would respectfully request the President of Colleges and 
the Visiting Committees to the same to give the Board of Educa- 
tion something more than general information concerning the 
schools. If they have anything of special interest they are welcome 
to incorporate it briefly in this report. 

We would remind the Visiting Committee that we expect 
them to report anything in the schools under our recognition detri- 
mental to our interests as a church. No such case has yet come 
under our notice, and we wish to guard against future dangers by 
saying that we cannot recommend the appointment of a Visiting 
<>\)mmittee from year to year, and thus virtually indorse a school, 
if it is not morally and doctrinally right. 

We would also remind the Visiting Committees that it is not 
enough to attend on Commfencement »iay when everything is 
primed and prepared. If we as a Conference are to indorse a school 
we should know that solid honest work is being done and the Com- 
mittee can only find this out by going at different times when the 
sceools are not on dress parade.

OF M. E. CHURCH* SOUTH, KENTUCKY CONFERENCE. 



CONSTITUTIOK 



ARTICLE— I 
Name and Purposil 

Hection 1. The name of this society shall be The Educa- 
tional Aid Society of the Kentucky Conference, Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 

Section 2. The purpose of this society shall be to establish 
a fund for the aid of young ministers in securing a collegiate 
education.

Rev. Osear F. Duvall was l.orn in Ash (’ounty, X. .lamiarv 
hth, ISh.) and died in Rockcastle ( ^)uuty, Ky.. Octoher 4th I8 t/ 
typhoid fever. ^ 

He joined tlie eliiireli in Ids tliirteeiith year and was eonvert- 
ed shortly alterwards. Was lieeneed to preaeli SeptemI.er IH.stI 
oeino- fifteen years old. ’ 

'iss,. nnlil the fall of 

..SSI,, when he eanie to the Kentueky Confereuee and was admitted 

as 11 traveling i.reaelier on trial. During that year lie was marri.-il 
to Aliss Fazzie Pryor liy FFev. 1). (i. H. Deniaree. 

1 he j^reatest part of his short hat useful life was spent in his 
native land, the mountain district. 

I =,ppointments were as follows: Harl.orsville, Camptou . 

London, West Lilcuty and Walton 
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Not haviDyf the advantage of a eollej?iate course, he gathered 
from nature’s comiueutary the trutlis that were scatter<?d about 
him aii(i compiled them into sermons that were elociuent and 
strong 

lie worked under many disad vant ajjes, hut with unflinching 
energy he prosfM*uted the course of study and came forth approved 
i>y his examiners. 

0 He was a prea^dier without the school, horn to his calling. 
Hut as the Master said, “A i>rophet is not without honor save in his 
own country,” so it was with Hi other Duvall. 

(’oining out from the shadows of the (’umherland, he 
dawned upon tlie people of Walton as a newly disccjvei’ed star 
that burned and sparkled in the galaxy of his calling; and many 
were the glad hearts that sat under his elocjmmt appeals to come 
to (Christ, the sinner’s best friend. 

It was our good fortune to la* intimately associated with him 
tins last year of his life, at camp «ieeting and upon our respective 
charges, and a more affable spirit we have not known. Preaching 
the gospel was his highest delight; the meat and drink of 
his soul. 

He flitiched not from duty under the most trying circum- 
stances. Six months l»efore his death his little hoy, his only boy, 
was t<n'n from his arms by the ruthless hand of death. Thist)roke 
up the fountains of his soul. Hut he laid the little form away in 
the hope of resurrection, and entered his work with greater zeal 
to plow the furrow to the end. 

A few weeks from this trying ordeal, as he sat in my pulpit 
rea<ly to preach, a telegram was handed him. It c<3utained infor- 
mation of the death of his father. He arose, preached and plead 
with si liners, rejoiced in the hope everlasting, and then sat down 
to weep that the hand that had led him in childhood should never 
be placed upon his head in blessings again. 

P>ro. Duvall had a strong and well developed physiijiie, and 
to all human iippearances had tin* promise of a long and useful life, 
but tiod had ordered otherwise. Some weeks before the Conference 
at M idlesborough he stated to me that he was not feeling well, bur 
laid before me his plans for another year. H(* did not think that 
his work was done. 

He went to Conference and was taken from there to his 
nmtln*r’s home in liockcastle county where in a few weeks he died 
in the full triumph of a living faith. 

A noble young man in our Israel has fallen. V\' e tender the 
gray-haired mother, the broken-hearted wife and three fatherless 
children our deepest svinnathv.

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Rev. Henjamiijp Kranklin Sedvvick was born at Friend’s 
('one, on Hie line between Pennsylvania and Maryland, about ISOO— 
as nearly as can be ascertained— the family Bible witfi its records 
liaving’ i)een distroyed. 

He receivfid prepaiHtoiy ediientioii at Kiitlei- Acadeinv after 
wliieli lie began the uttidy of law. Al.oiu this time Methodi.st 
preachers began preaching’tliere, and he became awakened. After 
months of distress he joitied the .Methodist Church, as a seeker of 
religion. He songlit long and earnestly in semet, but not until he 
came out publicly, and kneeled at the mourner’s bench was he 
relieved, lie recorded this fact thus: “.Sorrow and fear fled awav. 

/i icor I was a child of (tod converted— t,orc /rc,c 

riic Spirit answered to the hlood 
And told me, I was born of (tod.” 

This took place in the Hummer of 1827, He was set to work at 
once, in social nieetin^^s. Ho was licensed to exhort in .Inlv 18‘^<» 
and to preach in Aiis-ust 1880. 

He was placed as a sn pply on Rid way M issiim, A1 lejihany 
- Oistrict. Pittsbiirji- (kmference in the spring- of 1888. Was admitted 
on trialjn the same (Conference .Inly 1888, as one of a class of twen- 
ty-lour, amomr whom were Matthew Simpson, afterwards Bishop 
and Dr. Hunter, editor of the Pittsbnrjr (diristian Advocate. 

h tdlowing this act (*ame a louir series of years spent in the 
Master's service, in that wild mountain region, extending tliro.mdi 
the exciting agitations that culminated in the Division of tin* 
Cdiurch. After the Division of the Church in 1844 he was trans- 
ferreil from the Pittsburg to the Western Virginia Conference and 
at the beginning of the eivil war, he was transferred to the Ken- 
tucky Conference, and stationed at (\vnthiana, where he remain, 
ed two years, which he declared were the happiest years of his life. 
There he received the best sufiport he had ever had. After soi'ne 

thirteen years in servifig otlier charges, he was returned to (’vnthi- 
ana, much to his gratitication. 

About«1888 he was enrolled on the retirei list, and came t<» 
('ynthiana to spend the remainder of his long life, with the people 
beloved; ami wherein 1881 he had buried his beloved wife, nee 
Smith. He remained a widower until about three years ago, when 
he inarried Mrs. Minerva (iarrett, who survives*^ him. "’ifis six 
••hildren all preceeded him to the life lieyond. 

He passed away into rest, from his residence in Cynthiana on 
the niorningof January2()th 1898 a t 7 :2o o'clock. Thuspas.sed away 
the oldest minister in our (’onference, exc(‘pt Dr. S. W. Speer, who 
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antedates him one year. His last words on the snltjeet were “1 
am tired and want to ^o home.” 

Some one spoke of his ridinj^ out wheti tiie weather got warm- 
<o’, he replied, "T am going to another clime.” 

We miss Ids presence with us. Reserved, gentle, ])Uie and 
lovely — hedias gone before us to the rest he craved, to the clime, 
where harsh winds never blow, into the presence of Him who has 
declared ^ Where I am, there shall ye be also*”

William H. Anderson, M. 1)., I). I)., was born in Wilmington, 
North Carolina, Septemtter 28, ISIT. While yet a boy, his father 
moved to Ri{dnnond. Virginia, amid the scenes of which the char- 
acter of the subject of this sketch was formed. Of his *'arly lioy- 
ho.id the writer 'knov. s but little, never having heard him refer 
especially to that period of his life, except with referenci* to Ins 
Christian parents, whose memory^he revered to the hour of ^ his 
death. It was easy to detect the impress of a nudher’s hand and a 
mother’s prayers upon his character. 

Dr. Anderson prepared f<u’ <*ollege at Wilbraham, .Mass.,|and 
irraduated at Mid<lletowu, Conn., before be was nineteen years of 
age. He was licensed to jireacb in his twentieth year, and was 
electe<l to a professorship in Transylvania Cniversity at Lexington 
in his twenty-first year, and was t here associated with Drs. Hascom, 
McOown ami others .^I'liis same year, 18.88, be joined tbe Ken- 
tucky Conference and aft(*i' his labors hi the universit.v filled a 
numuer of charges as junior preacher and preaidier in charge. 

In 18.55 he was transferred to tlu* ^lissouri Conference and 
put in charge of the St. (diaries ('ollege. How long h(* remained in 
connection with this college is not known, but we find diim a 
short time after this at the head of C’entral ('ollege, Fayette, Mis- 
souri. Here he spent. I think, several yVars of successful work 
when he was transferred to the liouisville ( ’(•nference where he 
tilled some of the most important cir<’uits and stations in that (’on- 
ferenc(‘. among them tbe old Rrooks Street (’bni'ch in Louisville, 
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which at that time was, perhaps, the most prominent church in the ^ 

l»OLinds of the Louisville Conference. He was also for awhile 
superintendent of the Louisville Hi^h School. ^ 

In 1876 he was transferred to the Kentucky Conference ami 
elected x)resident of Kentucky Wesleyan Gollej^e at Millersburg-. 

Ill the minutes of the Kentucky Conference held at Nicholasville 
in 1876, I find the following resolution offered hy Rev. II. A. M. ‘ 

Henderson and adopte<l hy the Conference: 

“Whereas, We have received intelligence that W. H. 

Anderson, D. I)., has accepted the x'^’^'^^idency of the Kentucky 
Wesleyan College; therefore, 

That we welcome him to the Kentucky Conlerenct* 
in the capacity in which he has been called by the Board of 
Kducation, and recognize in hitn an able minister of the gospel, 
a finished scholar, an experiemted teacher, and a genial (Miristian 
gentleman, and that we will support him with our hearty co- 
operation and ardent i^irayers. 

In 1879 he was aj)pointed president of the Brooksville Semi- 
nary, then to the Brooksville charge, then to icholasville, Carlisle ; 

and Shannon and Sardis, closing his labors as Suinlay school agent, 
in which position he labored faithfully till stricken down with 
lagrippe, culminating in Bright’s disease, which after a long and 
painful illness ended his earthly career in the town of ('arlisle, \ 

May 2, 1898. | 

In temperament Dr. Anderson was bright, cheerful and hope- | 

ful, never looking upon the dark side of life. The gloom and ; 

despondency that so often accompanies old age never came to him. 

Even amidst the })ain and suffering of his long illness, reaching 
through a year and a half — and his suffering was great — he was 
ever cheerful and resigned to the will of God. Although his case ^ 

was a hopeless one to his friends, he hoped against hope, and ex- 
pected to at least sufficiently recover to be able again to preach the 
gosjjel which was his loved employ. ^ 

In talking with him one day last winter he said there was 
a text that had impressed itself upon his mind with peculiar force- 
and he was anxious to-xireach one more sermon on that text, “And 
the Lord added to the church dailv such as should be saved.” He 
desired t(» stress the point that the Lor<l added to the church as 
against all human methods. His whole life had been spent in her 
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service, and when he could no longer preach and minister at her 
altars, his church papers were his constant companions while his 
Bible and Discipline lay within easy reach. 

Brother Mann asked him a day or so before he died, what he 
would do if he had his life to live over again; if he would spend 
his life in the Methodist ministry. He replied: “Acs! If I had 
another longlife to spend I would spend it preaching Jesus in the 
the Methodist itineracy, but would try and be more deeply conse- 
crated to my work.” 

Dr. Anderson was a man of learning and his articles on differ- 
ent subjects adorned the highest literature of his church. His 
preaching was of a high order and in his palmy days was blessed 
with large success. He was more than once honored by his Confer- 
ence to represent it in the (general Conference and at one time 
<*ame within a few votes of being elected bishop, which office w’ould 
have been safe in his hands. 



It was my priv’ilege to Vie with him fretiuently during his last 
illness, and while there was no religions ecstacy, his faith was 
firmly fixed in Christ and he knew whom he had lielieved, and that 
He was able to keep that which he had committed to Him against 
that day. 

He said that his life had been one of trust rather than feeling 
that he had no fears in regard to the future. He bore his sufferings 
with a heroism and patience that revealed a strength of character 
su(di as we seldom see, and to the very last would suffer no one to 
<lo anything for him that he could do himself. He made a long 
hard fight with death, and only yielded to the grim monster when 
strengHi and hope failed. I learned to love him fondly and felt 
it was a benediction to be with him in his last days. He was greatly 
beloved by the church and people of Cai lisle. He left behind him 
a host of friends who “name him Vint to praise.” Noble man ! He 
rests from his labors and his works do follow him. 

The funeral services were conducted by the writer, Viy bis 
reiinest, assisted by Brothers James Mann, W. T. Rowland, R. H. 
Wightman, and the resident pastors of the town, and his mortal 
remains were taken to Louisville and there laid away with the 
sleeping dust of dear ones gone before. Sister .Anderson and 
urandson remain at Carlisle among friends, while Dr. William 
Anderson, the only surviving son. lives at Sardis, Mason county, 
IventiK'ky. Alay they all meet again

We have, however, still kept 
up our repairs on the Home, which were begun last year, and have 
expended this year for repairs $468.27. Had we spent no money 
for repairs at all we would have <|uite a handsome profit instead of 
showing a small net loss.
